You turn off into the quiet 
road to old Fort Clinch which 
looks on the mouth of the St.

It was different then. The Span- 

' ish had hacked out a little clear- 
ing in the jungle at the river’s 
mouth to hold the river in the 
days of the trade war known as 
Jenkins’ Ear. The Don cut off 
the ear of an English smuggler 
named Jenkins. He put it in a 
bottle of rum, it being cheap and 
plentiful, and eventually the bot- 
tle was sloshed about before 
Parliament with Jenkins’ ear 
bobbing about in the fine old 
rum. It made some of the mem- 
bers a bit sick, but it made most 
of them angry. 

Lords and lordlings stormed 
the streets, rubbing shoulders 
with costermongers, all of them 
shouting, ‘‘The Ear, the Ear, the 
Ear must be avenged.”’ It was 
a pretty silly business, and Spain 
tried to laugh the whole thing 
off. But it was all in the holy 
name of trade. So they went to 
war, and Spain lost. In 1761 
Spain again went with France 
and lost once more, forfeiting 
her colony of Florida. 


Old Ramparts 


The young republic built a fine 
new fort at the old Spanish point. 
It was simpler then. One just 
built forts here and there where 
the engineers said and waited 
for the enemy to come. There 
was jungle and no roads and 
whatever enemy there was had 
to come by the sea. There were 
only a few million persons along 
the coasts and the inland rivers. 

But, standing there on the old 
ramparts, where once the soft 
Spanist tongue was heard, and 
looking out to the sea, one real- 
izes it wasn’t simpler then after 
all. It just seems so today in 
the light of all the vast and im- 
agination - defying problems of 
atomic energy, guided missiles, 
and the pressure from the well 
organized, still tightly held 
forces of communism. 

It was desperate, dog-eat-dog 
business in the old days. Spain’s 
great empire was steadily 
sheared away and she became 
one of those hollow shells to be 
blown away by a few cannon 
and a charge or so in 1898. 
France was driven from the new 
world and began a long, slow de- 
cline. 

It is desperate business now. 

The Soviets announce their 
foreign policy will remain the 
same. They mean by that they 
will seek to keep it so. But, 
they will not be able to do it, 
short of war. And they are too 
much afraid of war. For the 
first time since the German de- 
feat, the Soviet shoe publicly is 
pinching. That is why the Krem- 
lin goes reluctantly ahead with 
the truce plans. That is why there 
may be more ‘“‘changes’’ to come 
in the months ahead. 


Lincoln Axiom 


An old Abe Lincoln axiom ap- 
plies. He said you could fool 
some of the people some of the 
time and some of them all of 
the time but you couldn't fool 
all the people all the time. The 
Soviet peoples have seen the 
purges come and go. Stalin’s 
bloody course never deviated 
and it was the soul sickness of 
the nation which brought about 
the new Malenkov policy. Not 
all the pecple in Russia now will 
be fooled. 

Best bet is that the army did 
not sit in on the conspiracy 
to get Beria, but simply passed 
on the word through Molotov it 
would co-operate. It hated Be- 
ria and the secret police. And it 
did not like Malenkov when he 
and Beria were pushing Stalin’s 
plans. The army may be Molo- 
tov’s friend. He didn’t like Be- 
ria or Malenkov. 

Standing on the ancient ram- 
parts of an obsolete fort, you 
think on these things, watching 
the sea stretch away and know- 
ing that today one cannot wait 
for the enemy in some -clearing 
hacked from the jungle but must 
go meet him where he is.

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The Way to Peace 
Is Through the UN 


Jim Farley is a sound man and 
surely no part of a radical. He is con- 
servative as an ear of corn. Also he is 
a living affirmation of what we call 
the American way, or the Horatio Alger 
story of “Sink or Swim,” or from “Log 
Cabin to the White House.” To be sure, 
he never quite reached the house on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, but he was nomi- 
nated for it, and he helped put men 
in it, and he was a cabinet member of 
stature. He came up the hard way, 
from the poor boy to a man of sub- 
stance and of a character which is inter- 
nationally known and respected. 

In a speech at Colgate University on 
American foreign policy, he said that 
while the way to peace would, of 
course, be “long and arduous,” he com- 
pletely supported working for world 
peace through the United Nations be- 
cause the United Nations functions 
under “a principle which eventually 


will succeed.”

Jim Farley can always be counted 
on to stand up and be counted. 

His statement of support for the UN 
comes at a good time. Coming from Jim 
Farley, whom even the most fanatic 
cannot label anything but a sound, con- 
servative, progressive American, the 
support is the more valuable. 

It comes at a time when the hue 
and cry against the United Nations is 
at a peak. 

It comes at a time when organiza- 
tions with fine, patriotic sounding names 
are attacking the UN as an enemy of 
our schools and as something which 
will take away our sovereignty. By 
swamping the uninformed who are too 
busy to read and know, they have been 
abie to persuade many Americans to 
fear and distrust the UN. 

Many Americans do not remember, 
if indeed they ever did know, the story 
of the League of Nations and what our 
failure to support it meant. They do 
not, therefore, comprehend that had we 
been a participating member and sus- 
tained the League, there is sound rea- 
son to believe we would have avoided 
the world depression and the second 
world war. 

This is not simply a theory. The 
League, and an administration support- 
ing it, would never have enacted the 
ruinous tariffs and trade barriers which 
broke down the European economy. It 
would have prevented the economic 
wars in Europe. It would have nur- 
tured the new governments starting 
out in a democratic path, and they 
would not have fallen victims of the 
depression. Dictators, Communist and 
Fascist, would never have risen out of 
wreckage of their failures. 

The same sort of narrow minded, 
greedy forces, which seek political 
power for themselves, are at work to- 
day, seeking to destroy our participa- 


tion in the United Nations. 
* * o 


The thoughtful citizen must realize 
that if we are to have peace it can be 
either the sort which is enforced by 
guns, or the sort which is attained by 
collective agreement between nations. 
As Farley so well says, the UN prin- 
ciple, as was that of the League, is one 
which ultimately will succeed. 

Today, as we move toward a truce 
in Korea, it will be folly if we do not 
remember that the way to peace is one 
which must patiently and arduously by- 
pass the emotions, the hates, fears and 
ambitions in world forces and in the 
minds of men. This cannot be done 
quickly. If the truce comes and if we 
can restrict the wars of the next several 
years to small areas, in which the fires 
eventually may be put out, it will nei- 
ther be surprising nor important that a 
collective agreement takes several years 
and that in those weary months break- 
downs, stoppages and angry temper 
flareups delay it. 

The UN prevented a world war in 
Korea. It now moves toward a truce. 
In so doing it moves toward world 
peace which is, of course, many years 
away. But it is ahead. And the UN 
principle is the only path to it.

Ground Force General 
Plugs for Air Power 


“Does America dare let the Kremlin 

add air supremacy to its obvious ad- 
vantage in ground forces?” 
' That is the question posed by a re- 
tired ground force officer in a thought- 
provoking book just off the press. The 
author, Brig. Gen. Bonner Fellers, with 
his work, “Wings for Peace,” will start 
the controversy over strength of United 
States air power all over again. 

Perhaps it is just as well. The rap- 
idly moving events of the past decade 
have brought about a revolution in our 
concepts of defense and offense in war. 
Despite the continued arguments that 
basically all wars are fought the same

way, nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

Faced with an enemy whose capa- 
bilities on land cannot be equaled, Gen- 
eral Fellers concludes that the only de- 
fense that can be devised successfully 
is overwhelming air power. He points 
out that this concept has been accepted 
already by the British and others of our 
Allies who have no hope of equaling 
Soviet land power. 

He declares that America’s best 
hope of surviving, if not actually pre- 
venting World War III, lies in land- 
based jet aircraft capable of striking 
at enemy industries with atomic bombs, 

“The Air Force cut of $5,000,000,- 
000,” the general adds in a recent arti- 
cle, ‘could well be a death blow to hope 
of global air supremacy for the free 
Wattle. sss 

“The Red Air Force is at this mo- 
ment capable of launching a full-scale 
atomic assault against both Europe and 
America. It is a grim reality that we 
have neither adequate fighter-inter- 
ceptors to defend ourselves against such 
an attack nor sufficient intercontinental 
bombers for sustained attack on Rus- 
sia’s war potential... .” 

Coming from a ground force gen- 
eral, who says Pentagon thinking is 
still ruled by infantry generals, General 
Fellers’ views are worth more than a 
casual reading.

A Secret Curtain 
Falls in Georgia 


In at least one place, censors have ac- 
knowledged the facts of life. The Georgia 
Literary Commission admits that censor- 
ship whets the public’s appetite for the 
censored publications. 

It might be expected that, having recog- 
nized the conflicting results of their mis- 
sion, the Georgia censors would retire from 
the field. But instead they adopted secrecy: 
They will not make public the names of 
books and magazines ordered taken from 
bookstores and newsstands. 

It is not surprising that in Georgia cen- 
sorship and secrecy have been linked. It 
could happen anywhere and has happened 
elsewhere, too often. Both censorship and 
secrecy, singly or together, must be re- 
sisted every time they are permitted to 
plague the public. The Georgia newspapers 
have rightly protested. Perhaps the maga- 
zine and book publishers can help. One 
dealer has refused to withdraw publications 
unless a public hearing is held. 

And the public will certainly help, if the 
Georgia public is typical of most. People 
instinctively and stubbornly resist efforts to 
“do them good.’ The ‘‘good” is always 
somebody else’s idea of good; it may not be 
good at all, and often is very bad.

Ike’s Aid Request 
Poses GOP Split 


WASHINGTON—AlImost unnoticed by the 
press generally was the split in the Repub- 
lican Party recorded a few days ago on 
the issue of giving more billions of Ameri- 
can taxpayers’ money to the rest of the 
world. 

Not since me days of the Republican 
National Convention a year ago mae the

House showed 80 Re- 
publicans against and 
94 in favor of the for- 
eign-aid ‘‘authorization” 
bill,, a majority of the 
delegations from 17 
states refused to go 
along with President 
Eisenhower's 
for foreign aid. 
This is a sizable area 
of the United States. 
The caeuitien Republican votes came not 
only from the Rocky Mountain area and the 
Middle West, but six of the states are 
east of the Mississippi. 

This geographical division is significant, 
because Republicans from the Pacific Coast 
and the Eastern Seaboard seemed to be a 
unit in voting the other way. 

Back in the 1920s, the anti-European re- 
action after World War I started in much 
the same way inside the Republican Party 
and eventually engulfed the whole country, 
including the Democratic Party. This was 
frequently referred to as ‘“‘isolationism,”’ 
but actually it was a build-up of resentment 
against European diplomacy, especially 
after the selfishness manifested at the 
Paris peace conference by the leading diplo- 
mats of the victorious powers. 

Today the Republican Party is demon- 
strating again that it has in its ranks a siz- 
able opposition to foreign aid. While the 
Democratic Party has some rebels on the 
issue, the Democrats for the most part are 
in favor of continuing the high rate of ex- 
penditure for foreign aid. The Republicans 
who are making an issue of it say they are 
not the least impressed by the tendency of 
the Democrats to support the large appro- 
priations for foreign aid because the Demo- 
cratic Party is looked upon as a ‘‘spend- 
thrift party’’ anyhow. 

The Republican Party came into power 
on the pledge to balance the budget and re- 
duce taxes, and one of the biggest items 
preventing that pledge from being carried 
out is foreign aid. 

Already for the fiscal year 1954 the ad- 
ministration has estimated that, using pre- 
vious moneys unexpended and sums to be 
added the total will be $6,500,000,000, which 
compares with $5,500,000,000 for fiscal year 
1953 and $4,600,000,000 for fiscal. year 1952. 
So it will be seen that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration is planning to outspend the 
Truman administration on foreign aid, and 
this is what is causing many a Republican 
to hesitate. 

Or he can defer. to the wishes of his 
party and accept its cuts and maintain a 
harmonious party. The choice is up to him 
this very week.

‘Doc’ Townsend 


Is Still Around 


WASHINGTON—In his own signed column 
in a recent issue of Townsend National 
Weekly, Dr. Francis E. Townsend of Town- 
send old-age pension plan fame, wrote: 

‘“‘As an octogenarian (I am in my 80s) I 
am no longer surprised by the fact that his- 
omy constantly repeats itself. Having lived 

iin, 20. 30mg, < feel some- 
times like a person who 
sits his entire day in a 
movie house watching 
the same film endlessly 
repeated.”’ 

This observation was 
prompted by the Eisen- 
hower administration’s 
so-called ‘‘hard-money”’ 
policy through the high- 

sa er interest rates being 
re encouraged by Secre- 
tary of the Paaware Humphrey. That car- 
ried *‘Doc’’ Townsend back on a flight of 
fancy to the titanic battle in 1896 (he was 
a mere youth approaching 30 then) between 
William McKinley, the gold dollar and hard 
money Republican presidential candidate, 
and William Jennings Bryan, the Demo- 
cratic champion of free silver and a cheap 
dollar. 

While this reporter can fake no such 
flights of fancy, he can take a more mod- 
est one a few years back prompted by Dr. 
Townsend himself. And the doctor’s com- 
ment about “history constantly repeats it- 
self." This carries us back to the early 
1930s when the ‘‘Doc,’’ as he was called, 
started promoting his old-age pension plan 
and inspired that frenzied crusade of the 
old folks in those depression years: It set 
off such a prairie fire that it began to 
frighten those in high places in politics and 
government and was credited with much 
influence in enactment by the Roosevelt 
New Deal of the Social Security Law. That 
was in August, 1935. 

Well, the wheel has turned full circle, 
and circumstances have put ‘‘Doc’’ Town- 
send back in the limelight again—with 
his help. 

Among the circumstances is that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, in his presidential cam- 
paign, adopted for his social] welfare issue 
a promise to expand the social security 
system to millions not now covered. 

That gave the Townsend promoters their 
chance, and they have made the most of it. 
Their lobby is very active around here 
again. At their recent Cleveland conven- 
tion the Townsend Clubs of America dou- 
bled their annual dues from one buck to two 
bucks, and started a campaign to raise 
$150,000 to clear off old debts. 

And, while nobody was paying attention, 
the organization has got 156 members of 
the House, to date, to sign a petition for 
discharge of the Townsend Plan Bill of 
Representative Angell (Rep., Ore.), in the 
few weeks since he filed it on April 30. It 
requires 218 signatures, a majority of the 
House, to discharge a committee and bring 
a bill before the House. Those who sign 
such a petition are not committed to vote 
for a measure after it reaches the floor.

Trains Instead of Transits 


Suggested as Traffic-Easer 


Atlanta—The director of the CAIA says 
Atlanta’s railroad gulch can be made val- 
uable. It can be made to pay off big. 
About 10 years ago you printed my letter 
which ‘‘explored’’ the problem. The traf- 
fic situation was not nearly as acute then 
as now. 

Lowering the tracks about 15 feet in 
the center of town in open cut, like the ex- 
pressways, for high speed travel, they 
would run on almost level grades to meet 
present grades at one to one and one-half 
miles out. There would be not over three 
to four miles of such line, and for four 
tracks, would need less than 75 feet right 
of way. 

In conformity with the regional plan, 
passenger and freight stations should be 
moved to the edge of town. Interurban and 
interstate passengers, as well as _ rush 
crowds during busy hours, could be handled 
by shuttle trains, run at regular periods. 
This would take most transit buses off the 
streets. Stations could be built every six

or eight blocks to handle passengers at 
different points. All freight could be handled 
on the expressways by trucks to and from 
the terminals at the edge of town. 

This plan would eliminate much grime 
and keep the city cleaner; cut out many 
dangerous grade crossings; ease the traffic 
snarl, especially across the tracks in a 
number of places; require less space; be 
less unsightly; allow the building of cross- 
ways, or Shorter viaducts over the tracks 
at lower levels where needed, thus help- 
ing curves and grades, and reducing traf- 
fic hazards; provide more usable, valuable 
space all along the tracks for plentiful 
parking, and for other uses. The improve- 
ment and value of all adjacent property 
would be increased, and slum growth 
would be lessened.

This latest propaganda bombardment of 
Czechoslovakia—admittedly one of the weak- 
est links in the chain of Kremlin control— 
must have been all but irresistible. The 
leaflets were beautifully counterfeited im- 
pressions of the new one-crown note, with 
such messages as the following printed on 
a portion of the face: 

‘“‘Czechoslovaks, now this: Your regime 
is weaker than you have dared to think. 
Power lies with the people. With unity and 
courage, organize your strength. Down 


with the collective. Insist on workers’ 
rights. Today demand  concessions—to- 


morrow, freedom!’’

Two B-36s recently drummed to New 
York along an aerial path about 35,000 feet 
above the Hudson River. They were com- 
pletely missed by radar detection forces, 
but spotted by a sky-watcher. 

There are now more than 300,000 volun- 
teer sky-watchers in the country. There 
are several reliable units in prisons. A 
number of the watchers are blind, but have 
learned to identify types of planes by their 
engine noises. 

We're such a juicy target we must 
make the chief of the Red Air Force drool. 
In an area cornered by Boston, Richmond, 
St. Louis and Minneapolis are 88 per cent 
of our iron and steel production, 96 per cent 
of electrical equipment manufacture, 90 
per cent of all other machinery-making 
manufacture and 31 of our 50 largest cities. 
On the Pacific Coast our great aircraft 
plants would look like stepping stones, from 
the proper height. 

The Air Force feels that if the Reds 
made a determined mass flight against us 
about 70 per cent of their bombers would 
get through. The number of casualties 
would depend chiefly on how much ad- 
vance warning the people of population 
centers were given. Hence the drive to 
enlist more sky-watchers.

5. I am confident the Christian way of 
life is the only possible way in which there 
can be any hope for world peace. The 
Christian life is not only an ideal, but 
through Christ it provides the power where- 
by it can be carried out. The Christian 
forms the basic structure for the whole 
world community. 

6. Believing that the Creator of the Uni- 
verse is a Moral Being and that the whole 
structure of society must necessarily be on 
a moral basis, I believe what the New Tes- 
tament states that each man and woman 
will be called to account for the way in 
which they have lived, their use and stew- 
ardship of time, money, life. 

7. I accept without hesitation the truth 
that to the Christian there is given a guar- 
antee. of a life when this present one is 
finished. The fact that Jesus rose from the 
dead and the whole truth of the Gospel con- 
firms it. I can therefore rejoice at all 
times, whatever life’s circumstances may 
be, knowing that all things work together 
for good to them that love God. He is not 
limited to this life to show us what His 
glorious purposes are. 

A final question I must ask myself: If I 
am not a Christian, what is my alternative?

PUTTING

their golfing technique. The 
series is condensed from Suggs’ 
book, “Par Golf for Women.”)

I doubt whether any two of 
the 20 best golfers in the world 
have identical ideas on putting. 
However, there are some basic 
principles which hold true for 
all players. 

They are: 

1. A grip designed to enable 
the individual to keep the blade 


| of the putter square to the line 


and on a low trajectory 
throughout its course. The grip 
must also facilitate the devel- 
opment of a fine sense of 
touch. 

2. Confidence in that grip 
and stroke. 

3. Having. the eyes directly 
above the ball to aid in keep- 
ing the blade of the club per- 
fectly square to the line. 

4. Intense concentration. 

5. Firmness, but complete 
absence of muscular tension. 

6. Balance in which the in- 
dividual feels most comfort- 
able. 

In stroking a putt I have the 
feeling that I am “‘tapping’’ 
the ball. By this I mean, I send 
it on its way with a _ sharp, 
crisp stroke that is fairly short. 
The longer the putt, the more 
firmly I tap the ball. 

I don’t quit as soon as I 
strike the ball. Doing so would 
amount to stabbing it—one of 
the most common and disas- 
trous putting faults. 

Of paramount importance in 
assuring accuracy is the abil- 


ity to line yourself up properly |
